Opening an accounting of¬ 
fice in Didsbury was always an 
option for J ames Scott, but he 
didn't see the opportunity to do 
so until just short while ago 

"We had looked at Didsbury 
before but there was an 
accountant, but now I guess he is 
just servicing Didsbury out of his 
office in Olds,'' Scott said 
"After that we were aware that 
there wasn't an accountant who 
actually had an office here.” 

By accountant, Scott means 
one who can legally do audits. 
And because this service was 
lacking in Didsbury, he and his 
partner Jack Edgar decided to 
open the office in town 

Sharing office space with 
Biotal since last month, Scott said 
the arrangement is working out 
well. "We try to keep expenses 
down. We need to do that only 
being open one day a week,” he 
said 

The office out of which Scott 
does work for locals like Len 
Berscht and the Town of 
Didsbury, is open Wednesdays, 
but Scott, who got his CA back in 
1969 after a 5 year articling 
program, said the main office in 
Innisfail is always open for 
week-round advice. 

"I think it's the best thing to 
have someone living right here to 
provide this service," said Scott 
"But we need to start out slowly

"U.S. economic interests must take priority over extreme en¬ 
vironmental concerns.” 

This statement was made by American President George Bush 
recently when explaining the American government's decision to 
reject a treaty to preserve endangered species and to water down 
another on-world climate change. 

These American decisions come just days before the start of 
the Earth Summit in Rio de Janeiro. And in typical follow-the-leader 
fashion, other countries are also considering pulling out of the con¬ 
vention on the treaty to preserve the earth's plant and wildlife 



species. 

As a result, another group of countries is threatening to pull out 
of other conventions in retaliation. The whole Earth Summit itself 
may be just an exercise in futility. 

And truthfully, I'm not surprised. It was naive to think the 
economic leaders of the world would ever be far sighted enough to 
really consider the health of the world they live in. After all, money 
should come first right? 

Wrong. Granted, I agree people need jobs, but at what ex¬ 
pense? What is the purpose of getting wealthy when the world has 
become too depleted, too polluted to live in? 

I had thought this kind of mentality died over a decade ago. I 
thought governments were beginning to see that renewable in¬ 
dustrial practises are the only way to ensure the continued 
prosperity of the nation and the environment. I thought govern¬ 
ments were starting to listen to the scientists, the experts, the peo¬ 
ple, and realize that we don't need quick bandaid jobs, we need a 
long lasting solution to our economic woes. Good grief, even the 
oil companies are beginning to see that. 

As I said before, the problem is over money. The United States 
is concerned that the bio-diversity treaty wilT mean a financial com¬ 
mitment to areas of the world rich in plant and wildlife species. 
Good thinking. Rather than help these countries to develop and 
protect the valuable resources they have (some of these countries 
are the source of a large amount of the world's medicines), the 
richer countries would rather pay to put in their own industries, or 
pay for environmentally harmful practices like those that have led 
to the destruction of the rain forest. 

Great way to ensure these countries can develop on their own 
and, down the road, won't need the continued support of other 
governments. 

The whole process is discouraging to see. Just when you think 
the governments of the world may be actually looking to the 
future, your bubble is burst again. What's the point of holding a 
world conference on the environment if U.S. economic interests 
come before everything else? 

My only hope is that other, more enlightened countries (and 
please God, let one of those be Canada) will go ahead with the en¬ 
vironmental reforms and let the U.S. continue in it's self-destruc¬ 
tiveness until it finally shoots itself. 

Sweet justice.

But, as Delong says, before 
any of this can happen a lot of 
work has to be done. Trans¬ 
forming a former grocery store 
into a restaurant and bar 
operation doesn't happen 
overnight, and both Delong 
and Foss have been working 
diligently since March to 
accomplish the ideal setting. 

“Everything takes extra 
time . . . there was, for 
example, no kitchen facilities 
available to us and that all has 
to be built more or less from 
scratch." 

If you're waiting in an¬ 
ticipation for some good, 
western grub set in sur¬ 
roundings flavored to the wild 
west, June 10 will likely be the 
day, Delong says, however, 
Hay City's Grand Opening 
celebrations won't likely take 
place until later this month.

Safety fluid to make new jobs in Sundre 


By Janice Harrington 

A new product which will 
revolutionize the safety of work¬ 
ers and the environment in the oil 
industry was announced earlier 
this week in Sundre. 

Dwight Loree, president of 
Trisol Inc., said extensive study 
of a fire retardant fracturing fluid 
done in cooperation with the 
Alberta Research Council has 
allowed them to begin commer¬ 
cial marketing of the product. 

Loree, whose background is 
in oil ground servicing said he 
saw an opportunity to create a 


product such as this when he 
realized how dangerous hydro¬ 
carbons used in the oil industry 
were. 

"We wanted to develop a 
fire-retardant additive that was 
non-combustible," Loree said. 
"So we started a joint project 
with the Alberta Research 
Council to study all the conden¬ 
sates in western Canada. "Now 
that work is complete and we can 
begin marketing the product." 

Loree said the product has 
been deemed environmentally 
acceptable by the Alberta Re¬ 


search Council. That means that 
studies have shown that the fluid 
is not harmful to the ozone and 
can be recaptured at drilling sites 
for recycling 

Development of commercial 
reserves of this product will be 
helped along by a $500,000 
repayable contribution by West¬ 
ern Economic Diversification 
Canada. Louise Feltham, MP for 
Wild Rose said the government 
was pleased to help with Trisol's 
project 

"We are very enthusiastic 
about this project. It's a 


revolutionary step in safety in the 
oil industry," Feltham said 
"Trisol's fire retardant frac fluid 
is expected to save lives and 
protect valuable drilling equip¬ 
ment from fires and explosions 
that too often occur at the drilling 
site." 

Feltham said the additive is 
also expected to boost the use of 
hydrocarbons and by that, 
increase the amount of reserves 
that can be recovered out of the 
ground. 

Loree added that the addi¬ 
tive can also be mixed with other 


types of solvents such as varsol 
and lacquers to reduce their 
volitility. 

The $500,000 loan from WD 
will be used to increase the 
company's inventory of the 
product so that it can be 
marketed throughout the U S. 
Loree said the company is now 
working on plans to build a 
commercial plant near Sundre to 
produce the fluid • 

Project costs are estimated 
at $1.7 million dollars and more 
than 5 permanent jobs are 
expected to result

Local joins annual canoe trip 


A local Didsbury boy attend¬ 
ing Saint John's School of 
Alberta, will be part of a canoe 
brigade, starting this June 7th 
Nick Chios, along with other 
grade 9 and 11 students will 
spend the trip paddling south 
through Deschambau Lake 

The wilderness canoe trip 
will be following a very exciting 
route this year that will prove to 
be the experience of a lifetime for 
the students. Traveling north to 
Beauval in northern Saskatche¬ 
wan to train, the trip begins on 
the Beaver River which flows into 
historic Lac lie a Crosse. They 
will then join the Churchill River 
system and paddle a series of 
lakes and rivers on the Churchill 
River, which they will follow for 
several weeks on route to the 
village of Sandy Bay near the 
Saskatchewan/Manitoba border. 
The brigade will end the trip by 
paddling south on the Nemi or 


Muckoman River to the Hanson 
Lake highway located south of 
Deschambau Lake 

The total distance traveled is 
just over 500 miles or 820 km and 
will take approximately 24 days 
to complete. 

There will be a maximum of 
60 portages or runnable rapids. 
The obstacles encountered on the 
Churchill River section have well 
worn trails from the many 
summer canoeists who visit the 
area each year The trip is suited 
to the intermediate level canoeist 
with many challenges presented 
by the excitement and perhaps a 
few wet voyagers as the students 
pit their skills against the rapids 
Safety is a top priority, however, 
in all aspects of the trip. 

Students and staff have been 
training and preparing for weeks. 
Much effort and care has been 
put into this adventure in the 
wilderness. The route follows

Alberta beef producers launch 
environment week initiatives 


Farm income jumps 


Canadian farmers can expect 
to see a significant jump in 
realized net farm income in 1992 
as a result of increased govern¬ 
ment program payments and 
rising world wheat prices. 

In its most recent forecast, 
Agriculture Canada economists 
expect realized net farm income 
to jump by 40 per cent this year to 
$4 5 billion 1991 realized net 
farm income stood at $3.2 billion 

And for a change, there is 
positive news for Alberta produc¬ 
ers who could see their incomes 
jump a whopping 111 per cent to 
$606 million. In Saskatchewan, 
incomes are expected to rise 95 
per cent to $828 million annually 
Overall, realized net farm income 
for the western provinces is 
forecast to increase 74 per cent. 

Realized net farm income is 
commonly defined as the revenue 
a farmer receives from livestock 
or grain sales, plus income 
support programs, minus opera¬ 
ting costs. Income was signifi¬ 
cantly affected in 1991 as a result 
of the export subsidy war 
between the U.S. and the 
European Community. The con¬ 
tinuing use of export subsidies on 
the world market lowered prices 
received by Canadian farmers to 
depression era levels. 

The increase in realized net 
farm income for 1992 is largely a 
result of increased support for 
revenue and crop protection 
programs such as the Net Income 
Stabilization Account (NISA) and 


the Gross Revenue Insurance 
Program (GRIP). Livestock pro¬ 
ducers are also expected to see 
government support through the 
National Tripartite Stabilization 
Program. 


Alberta beef producers are 
launching two major initiatives to 
address environmental issues 
during E nvironment Week, May 
31 to J une 6, 1992. 

"Farmers and ranchers un¬ 
derstand the importance of 
ensuring that the land is pro¬ 
tected for the use of future Al¬ 
bertans. We are also committed 
to providing facts about the beef 
cattle industry to dispel myths 
about the role of beef cattle 
production and the role of cattle 
in world food and environmental 
issues," says Alberta Cattle 
Commission General Manager 
Gary Sargent. 

The Just Facts media infor¬ 
mation kit is being updated and 
redistributed. Just Facts is 
comprised of concise and factual 
information drawn from scien¬ 
tists. The kit is designed to be an 
effective reference tool for 
media It was first published in 
1990 and has been extremely 
popular with media across 
Canada. Requests have also been 
received from U.S. media 

The other initiative is based 
the Environmental Risk 


by a firm of consultants on behalf 
of the Commission This is the 
first time that a Canadian farm 
commodity group has carried out 
such an assessment. 

The study used three 
sources of information: a scientif¬ 
ic literature review, interviews 
with resource experts, and 
assessments of a sampling of 
individual ranch and feedlot 
operations. 

The areas of range condi¬ 
tion, the impact of cattle 
operations on wildlife habitat, 
manure handling and disposal by 
feedlots, and water contamina¬ 


tion by cow wintering areas were 
addressed. 

"In general terms, the 
assessment indicates that beef 
cattle production is compatible 
with the environmentally sound, 
sustained use of the land, water 
and air resources on which we 
rely," says Sargent 

The ACC will use the study 
to guide environmental policies 
in areas such as legislative 
action, producer education and 
public relations. Summaries of 
the report are available from the 
Alberta Cattle Commission office 
in Calgary, 275-4400.

Propane fridge 
warning issued 



WitFi the first summer long 
weekend approaching, Alberta 
Labour is issuing a reminder that 
could save your life—a neglected 
natural gas or propane refrigera¬ 
tor in your summer cottage could 
be giving off deadly amounts of 
carbon monoxide. 

Ken Fenning, Chief Inspec¬ 
tor with Plumbing and Gas 
Standards, says a potential 
problem exists in older model gas 
refrigerators which haven't been 
inspected or serviced on a regular 
basis. He says these are often 
used in vacation cottages and 
other remote areas where elec¬ 
tricity may not be readily 
available, and natural gas or 
propane are the preferred energy 
sources. 

"Over time, the burner on 
an unvented refrigerator can be 
blocked by debris from rust, 
spider webs and household dust 
and lint When that happens, the 
combustion is affected and there 
is a potential for the refrigerators 
to produce lethal amounts of 
carbon monoxide " 


In past years, deaths and 
serious injuries have resulted 
from poorly maintained appli¬ 
ances of this type. 

Of particular concern is a 
refrigerator produced between 
1933 and 1957, under the brand 
name Servel. 

Although the original com¬ 
pany whicfi manufactured the 
Servel refrigerators has been out 
of business for some time and 
that particular appliance hasn't 
been produced for more than 30 
years, Fenning says there are 
still some in operation in Alberta. 
As a precaution, he says all 
unvented gas refrigerators 
should be located outside to a 
shed or garage, not attached to 
the living quarters. If possible, 
they should be replaced. 

F eening urges owners of any 
propane or natural gas refrigera¬ 
tor to have it checked regularly 
by a certified gasfitter, especially 
if it has been moved or left 
unused for an extended period of 
time.

Don Getty govt, enforced regula¬ 
tions that allot more dignity to 
animals than to our children. It 
listened to the Animal Rights 
People's concerns as to whether 
nude bars are a proper venue for 
the raising of animals. Conse¬ 
quently animals, reptiles, and 
birds are now banned from 
appearing on the platform of a 
nude bar The Getty government 
apparently was able to disregard 
the thousands of letters from a 
concerned public that ran 20-1 in 
favor of a ban on nude bars-as 
reported in The Calgary Sun, 

Nov. 18, 1990. There is increas¬ 
ingly an awareness of the risk of 
AIDS and drunk sex is as 
dangerous as drunk driving. 

Our family oriented govern¬ 
ment claims it is 'cleaning up' the 
naked displays in bars by 
enforcing 'strict regulations' 
requiring nude bars to put a 
warning sign on the doors, 
saying, Nude dancers appear 
within these premises.'

job losses, alcohol treatment 
centers, increased medical care, 
increased Social Assistance for 
family problems? A new U S. 
study shows every dollar the 
government makes from alcohol 
sales costs the taxpayers 11.1 
dollars-amounting to 48 billion 
dollars paid by taxpayers in this 
area since Mr Getty became 
premier. 

It will take a lot of public 
input in the form of letters to Mr 
Getty for him to change his mind 
but he knows full well another 
election is coming up.
